Foil  House 


Foil  House  was  originally  located  where  SR  cur- 
rently is.  The  college  moved  Foil  House  to  it's 
present  location  in  the  1940s.  The  building  was 
originally  to  be  one  of  a  family  of  similar  homes.  The 
building  was  used  as  a  men's  dormitory  until  the 
college  decided  to  convert  it  into  a  lounge.  The 
lounge  was  created  to  foster  more  activities  and  a 
greater  sense  of  community  among  the  students.

House  was  used  by  Wigwam  for  performances.  It 
was  also  used  by  the  theatre  for  practies.  The  dorm 
was  renovated  for  the  1997-98  school  year  and 
currently  houses  male  students.

The  block  of  land  which  Heath  Hill  sits  on  was 
purchased  by  one  faculty  member  with  the  hopes  of 
developing  the  block.  Heath  Hill  was  built  and 
eventually,  the  colllege  received  the  land  and  build- 
ings. The  building  has  been  used  for  faculty  apart- 
ments and  as  housing  for  young  coaches.  At  some 
point  in  the  history  of  the  college,  the  building  be- 
hind Heath  Hill  was  used  for  student  activities  such 
as  picnics  and  dances.  The  building  was  renovated 
and  was  used  to  house  males  beginning  in  the  1996- 
97  school  year.

Hollifield 


Hollifield  was  originally  named  Claremont  Hall.  The 
name  was  changed  after  renovations  took  place  in  1991. 
Hollifield  began  as  a  women's  dormitory  but  due  to  an 
increasing  male  student  body,  became  a  male  dorm.  It  was 
unofficially  the  dormitory  of  the  men's  basketball  team. 
After  the  renovations  were  completed,  Hollifield  once 
again  became  a  women's  dormitory.  It  was  designated  as 
the  substance  free  housing  for  women  in  1995,  a  designa- 
tion which  it  still  holds.

Pine  Knot  was  originally  built  as  faculty  apart- 
ments. At  that  time  in  our  school's  history,  many 
of  the  faculty  members  lived  on  campus.  This 
dorm  was  specifically  for  faculty  who  were  sin- 
gle and  without  children.  It  then  became  a 
men's  dorm.  It  was  renovated  and  in  1994,  it  was 
designated  as  the  substance  free  dorm  for  both 
males  and  females.  In  1995,  it  again  housed  all 
males  and  became  the  substance  free  dormitory 
for  the  males.

Salisbury  Rowan  was  the  first  male  dormitory. 
In  earlier  plans  for  the  building,  it  shows  that  the 
dorm  was  meant  to  be  built  with  four  sides  and 
a  courtyard  in  the  middle.  Due  to  the  cost  of  the 
materials  and  the  interior  design  of  the  building, 
this  plan  was  dropped  and  the  building  was 
built  as  it  is  today.  SR  is  divided  into  suites  and 
is  designed  with  five  different  sections.

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Stanback  was  originally  home  to  the  home  ec 
program.  The  building  was  built  in  5  different 
sections.  If  a  student  looks  closely,  one  will  no- 
tice that  the  middle  of  the  building  is  identical  to 
that  of  the  music  building.  This  was  the  first 
piece  of  the  building.  The  areas  that  are  cur- 
rently lounges  were  used  as  classrooms  for  the 
home  ec  studies.  In  the  60's  the  side  wings  were 
added  on.  Once  the  dorm  was  enlarged  and 
more  students  were  living  there,  it  became  called 
North  Hall.

Woodson  was  named  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet Cunningham  Woodson  of  Salisbury. 
Woodson  was  a  female  dormitory  until  recent 
years.  It  is  currently  the  only  dorm  on 
campus  that  houses  both  male  and  female 
students.  Woodson  has  not  always  been  an  all 
freshmen  dorm.  The  decision  to  house  only 
freshmen  students  in  the  dorm  was  made  for 
the  1995-1996  school  year.  This  living  ar- 
rangement gives  freshmen  the  ability  to  meet 
other  students  who  are  experiencing  similar 
situations.
